Wasliiiifleii as tci spii'ilic articles 
added to the confusion, delay and ex- 
pense of administration. 

The Internal Revenue ofllce Anal- 
ly settled tba difllenlty by rallag that 
manafbetarara of certain dleputed 
prodneta woald be mempt from tax- 
ation if tbap dbaagad tbaIr adver- 

tlsing. 

Thi' levying of the tax was thus 
made to depend, not upon the pro- 
duct Itself, but upon the way it waa 
advertieed, virtually reeolvlag a por- 
tion of Bchednle B of^the "war tax" 
law into a special tax upon advertis- 
ing rather than upon the gooda un- 
der 'lisc usion wheB Coagreaa enact- 
ed the statute. 

It Is elementary in law that "in- 
terpretation of a law shall not usurp 
the fanetloB of legislation." This 
principle has been violated In the 
administration of the "war tax" law. 
The Democratic Congress named two 
conflicting dates as to the time 
Schedule B should take eiiect, and 
the Internal Revenue office, by an ar- 
bitrary rallag bad to datamalaa wbat 
Ckmgrasa tatended.
